WHY LATE -HATCHES OFT FAIL. 

There are reasors why late hatches 
ate often stall “and ‘the ehicka hara 
to raise, and We give them here for 
the ‘fiiformation of those ‘who - have 
beep unsuccessfagl. . 

Ieggs are often Incubatéed from breed 
ers that.are about exhausted from the 
exactions of months In the breeding 
pens and eggs that do hatch give weak 
chicks. This condition is often met 
.by fanciers by mating hens that have 
rested while iatching and brood!ng 
chicks to malés that bate been kept t> 
reserve in celibacy. Rgge are often 
collected carelessly or store¢ in n 
warm place. The hot henbouse, the 
broody heb, the “arm or musty place 
where eggs are stored are detrimental 
and affect the batcbability of eggs at 
well as the vigor, of the embryos
